AREA , HOUSES AND POPULATION. 

This Table shows for each district and the State of Manipur the area, the number 
of towns and villages, the number of occupied houses, and the total urban and rural 
population, male and female. The districts are arranged in this and other tables in 
the order prescribed by Government. 

The total areas of the Province, of British Territory and of Manipur are shown 
as in the tables of 1911. These represent surveyed areas. The real area of Assam . 
is somewhat greater ; but as there are no defined outer boundaries to the Sadiya and 
Balipara Frontier Tracts, and certain areas added to the Xaga Hills and Lakhimpur 
districts have not been surveyed, only the known settled areas have been shown iu 
column 2 against those districts. 

Tinder orders of Government the areas of districts have been adjusted for inter- 
district transfers in consultation with the Provincial Director of Surveys and District 
Officers. 

For the purpose of column 3 (number of towns) cantonments have been treated 
as forming parts of tbe Municipalities which they adjoin.

This is due to subsequent changes of jurisdiction or addition of new areas. The 
effect of these changes on the population of the districts concerned has been calcu- 
lated and the figures adjusted accordingly.

CASTE, TRIBE, RACE, OR NATIONALITY. 

This Table is divided into two parts : Part A gives statistics for castes and tribes 
of Hindus and Animists and some Buddhists. Part B deals with Muhammadans. 
The figures for Christians are omitted from this table as they are dealt with in Tables 
XY and XYI. 

In view of the large number of memorials about caste-names and titles submitted 
by certain communities, the Local Government passed orders to the effect that every 
person enumerated should have his caste recorded as he himself gave it ; and all were 
given to understand that the designations so recorded would appear as such in the 
final Tables, unless they were entirely functional; so classification has been avoided 
as far as practicable. 

In order to reduce the size of this Table, all castes comprising less than one per 
mille of the provincial population have been omitted, with the exception of certain 
frontier tribes ( e.g . , Khamtis, Dafias, etc.) and others which have been tabulated 
for administrative reasons. Castes with strength recorded below this standard 
owing either to real diminution, or to the adoption of new caste-names, are included 
in “ Others ” without any details. 

Where some members of a caste or tribe profess one religion and some another 
separate figures have usually been given for each but if the second religion was 
returned only in one or two districts the figures for it have been added to those for 
the main religion, and the number so added has been noted in the column of remarks.

4. Tea is the only important Industry in Assam and the distinction between the 
skilled and the unskilled in tea gardens is very vague and the two overlap ; hence 
Parts IV and V have not been compiled for this Province. Provincial Tables IV, V 
and VI give fuller details in respect of the whole tea garden population, without 
distinction of skilled and unskilled.

This table is an expansion of Imperial Table I. Details are given for subdivi- 
sions and thanas in the Surma Valley and Goalpara, and in the latter district the 
Eastern Duars are also shown. In the other Assam Valley districts, mauzas have 
been shown thanawari under the orders of Government. In the Hill districts, local 
units have been given so far as known, vis : — mauzas in the Garo Hills, Siemships, 
Doloiships, etc., in the Ehasi and Jaintia Hills and subdivisions only for the Naga 
and Lushai Hills. The three newly formed hill subdivisions of Manipur State 
appear separately, and panaks are shown for the Valley subdivision. 

The total areas for Assam, British Territory and Manipur are shown as in 1911 
District areas have been adjusted from those of 1911 for inter-dis f rict transfers. Those 
of lesser units have been obtained from the local authorities and do not necessarily 
agree with district areas. The two frontier tract areas have been calculated on the 
surveyed parts transferred from Lakhimpur and Darrang districts in 1914 ; but the 
real area of the Sadiya Tract is given by the Political Officer as about 4,200 square 
miles and the density has been calculated on this area. 

Village Census Tables have been supplied to all districts and to Manipur. Ten 
N copies of these were printed for Nowgong and Sibsagar. In all other cases, owing 

to want of funds, a single manuscript copy only has been prepared.
